Lee I. Park, chairman of the asso- 
ciation’s Section of Taxation, said 
his group would seek to amend the 
Internal Revenue Code to prevent 
“abuses now prevalent.” He noted 


that the code now bars hospitals, 


schools and other exempt organiza- 
tions “from lending their exemption to 
other parties.” 

Another spokesman for the Section 
of Taxation explained that a growing 
number of persons were lending busi- 
nesses or funds to churches in order 
to benefit their own tax status. 

He said the association is not seek- 
ing to change the tax exempt status 
of income churches receive from rent- 
ed properties or businesses “to the ex-— 
tent purchased with their own ca 
or with donated funds or property.” 

It will recommend only * that tax 
exemption be denied in the “case of 
rented property or a business which 
a church or group of churches ac- 
quired through the use of borrowed 
funds. ; 

The proposed ainendment, was urged 
in a resolution adopted by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association at its annual 
meeting in New York last July.

EISENHOWER’S THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 


“At the autumnal season of the year 
our hearts move us to follow the 


' wise and reverent custom, inaugurated 


by our Pilgrim Fathers more than 
three centuries ago, of setting aside 
one special day for expression of 


gratitude to a merciful Providence for 


the blessings bestowed upon us. 


“It behooves us to dwell upon the 
deep religious conviction of those who 
formed our Nation out of a wilder- 
ness, and to recall that our leaders 
throughout the succeeding generations 
have relied upon Almighty God for 
vision and strength of purpose. 


“As a Nation we have prospered; we 
are enjoying the fruit of our land and 
the product of our toil; we are mak- 
ing progress in our afforts to translate 
our national ideals into living real- 
ities: and we are at peace with the 
world, working toward that day when 
the benefits of freedom and justice 
shall be secured for all mankind. 


“For such blessings let us be de- 
voutly thankful, and at the same time

The days are with us again when, 
at the gathering of the harvest, we 
shall be called on to remember our 
dependence upon God. It should 
not require a presidential proclama- 
tion to invite the American people 
to an annual day of thanksgiving. 
Whatever some of the difficulties 
some of us face, the fact remains 
that we have infinitely much for 
which to thank God. Of all the 
nations on the face of the earth, 
ours has suffered the least in this 
generation of global intrigue and 
war. While millions in the Near 
East and Asia have died of hunger 
and attendant diseases, God has 
blessed us with superabundance— 
food, clothing, shelter—material ne- 
cessities enough and to spare. 


Rich Beyond Counting 


Although, like Luther, we are all 
rich beyond counting, many of us 
live like paupers. Who would ex- 
change the ability to see for a mil- 
lion dollars? Who would barter his 
sense of hearing for any weight of 
gold? So great is our fortune that 
thousands bereft of one of these 
senses have found themselves still 
rich. How many and how varied 
are the priceless gifts of God as He 


spreads them before our eyes. As 


we count .. . life, health, loved 
ones, friends, our beloved country, 
the freedoms that are ours dearly 
bought and dearly preserved, work, 
the opportunities for learning, and 
others beyond counting . . . must 
we not say with the Psalmist “Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and forget not 
all his benefits”? 


But greater than all these is the 
mightiest of blessings, the gift of 
God’s grace and mercy. Despite our 
unworthiness as lost sinners, so 
overwhelming is God’s love for us 
that in Christ He shrank not from 


the supreme suffering of death. The 
Cross is the assurance of the un- 
faltering love of God who in His 
Son, our Savior, endured every 
pain, every horror, every tragedy, 
every sin. Undeserving as we are, 
God comes to us with His grace, 
His great giving and forgiving love. 


Not until we realize that the 
greatest gift of our heavenly Fath- 
er’s love to us is His Son, do we 
find in all His lesser gifts the fur- 
ther proof that He “with Christ 
freely gives us all things.” True 
thanksgiving has its well-spring in 
the hearts of those who come to 
know the forgiveness of God 
through faith in Jesus Christ. How 
can we sufficiently thank Him for 
the never-ending grace which sent 
Christ from the grandeur of heaven 
to our sin-cursed world to cleanse 
us from each stain of sin, to clothe 
us with His righteousness and to 
grant us strength and power be- 
yond our own to lead a life dedicat- 
ed to Him?
